• Beginning of the surah mentions people of Israel and the Jews in specific, and their relationship 
with the revelation and the prophets out of their clan. 

• The story of the cow was mentioned, a message to our (nation) to warn us against hesitation in 
accepting the commands of Allah which is a cause for the roughness of the heart. 

• Details about the shameful acts of the people of Israel with the prophets of Allah and his Angels. 

• The danger of preventing the mention of name of Allah in mosques and attempting to destroy it 

• Al-Masjid Al-Harram; who built it and how it was built. 

Juz' 2 

• Returns to speak about the Jews and how they defamed turning the Qibla to kabb'ah and 
responding to them. 

• Stating the virtues of this nation and that it is the best nation. 

• Care about purifying the soul which is more important than where to direct your prayer, though 
they are both important. 



• Commanding fast of month of Ramadan and stating its rules and whatever related to it. It is the 
only place where fast and its rule are mentioned. 

• Stating some of the Hajj rules, the surah concentrated on the practices contrary to surah Al-Hajj 
where it concentrates on the affairs of the heart and faith. 

• An extended talk about family rules like marriage, divorce, breastfeeding, and connecting all 
theses with Taqwa (piousness) and observance to Allah. 

• Concentrated on connecting the family rules with the belief in the hereafter; to effectively 
encourage humans to enforce and obey these rules. 

• The story of Galoot, a great story about patience and that victory is not for the bid numbered.

Juz' 3 f- jaJt 

• Has the greatest Ayah, Ayatul Korsi. 

• After Ayatul Korsi came three great stories that needs pondering. 

• Encouraging the good loan (Qard Hassan) and charity and stating that Satan promises us 
poverty. 

• Warning against Riba and stating it is a war against Allah and his prophet. 

• The debt Ayah; one of the evidences that Islam cares about economic affairs. 

The beginning of Surah Al-lmranO'j^ J' ; Quran is the Forqaan (criterion) between the right and 
wrong and Allah shall never accept any religion other than Islam. 

• The story of mother of Mariam as an evidence that the good intention affects the righteousness 
of the offspring and gives them protection from Allah. 

• Stating that prophets Moses, Eissa, and Mohammad all came with Tawhid (unity of Allah) and 
denial of shirk (associating partners with Allah). 

• A lesson on criticizing the communities and how generalizing is wrong even if with enemies. 

Juz' 4 

• The first house built for people, and one of the proofs on the obligation of performing Hajj. 



• The importance of holding firmly to the rope of Allah, be united and never divided. 

• Value of enjoining what is right and forbidding what is wrong, it came before faith. 

• Danger of bad companionship 

• Talk about Uhud battle and highlighting the sin of desertion of the nation and its worst forms 
usury and seeking worldly matters. 

• Mention of the qualities of the pious. 

• More details about the contradictions of the Jews. 

• The last Ayahs of Al-lmran (190 till end) has great virtue, prophet (PBuH) used to recite them 
after waking up. 

Start of Surah An-Nisaa (The women) ftuaS) ■ w jth concentration on the rights of the weak, orphans, 
women and the oppressed who weren't able to immigrate to a more fair land. 

Juz' 5 0"*^ 

• Talks about family relations especially marital and how to resolve disputes and the concept of 
reconciliation. 

• How the Jews falsify facts, their lies and deceit. 

• Returning trusts to their owners and seeking justice in judging between people. 

• Command to obey Allah, His prophet, and those of authority, and stating that the sole reference 
in disputes is Quran and Sunnah. 

• Characteristics of the hypocrites; judging by other than Allah's commands and moreover 
prevent it. 

• Obligation of submission to the commands of Allah and His prophet. 

• Commanding to be cautious and hastening to go for the sake of Allah when required. 

• The danger of Satan and how keen he is to seduce us. 

• The danger of killing a believer with no right and the great threat Allah gives to those who do. 

• Praying during travel and when in fear. 

• Some of marital matters. 



Juz' 6^^' 


• Talk about the people of the book, their conversations with Prophet Moses, and their stand 
from Prophet Jesus and his mother, Mariam. 

• The largest part of Surat-Alma'eda (The Table Spread) oAjLaJI is in this Juz' and it is one the 
latest Madinat Surahs; the story involved is about contracts, treaties with the relatives and 
strangers even with the disbelievers so Muslims are raised to keep this basic foundation. 

• The Surah included 18 commands not included elsewhere. 

• It began with detailed talk about forbidden food and some types of halal food. 

• The Ayah of ablution (wudu), what incites it and what incites ritual bath (gusl). 

• Testifying for the sake of Allah and commanding justice even to those we detest. 

• Relationship of the people of the book with Allah, and their Prophets 

• Moses' call to enter the sacred land and virtue of saying the right thing and hastening to do 
good and sincerely depending on Allah only (tawakul). 

• The danger of unjustified killing and the viciousness of corruption and corrupting and the virtue 
of reviving the soul physically and mentally. 

• Mention of the revelation of the holy books and rulings on those who don't judge by them. 

• Condemning taking side of the Jews and Christians and the danger of scholars turning their back 
on the illegal doings. 

• Refuting the Christian creed concerning Prophet Jesus and asking them to repent. 

Juz' 7 

• It began by setting who is closer to us from the people of the book. 

• Some of the jurisprudence rules mentioned; the atonement of the oath, forbading wine and 
gambling, hunting during Ihram and the punishment, the death will, witnesses, and rulings when 
there is no Muslim witnesses. 

• Conversation between Jesus and the disciples and their obstinate stand to have a miracle from 
Allah. 

• The conversation between Allah and Prophet Jesus and his innocence from claiming to be God. 



The start of Surah AI-An'am(The Cattle) ; unity of Allah, resurrection, and prophet hood. 

• Advice to those turning away from words of Allah, and deniers of the right religion, and threat 
that they will face the same destiny as those who came before them. 

• A debate between Prophet Abraham and his people; one the most important debates in creed 
(Aqeeda) with tangible proof. 

• Founding faith by contemplating on the signs of creation and the universe results in glorification 
of Allah. 

Juz' 80*^ f 

Some of the jurisprudence rules concerning creed; slaughtering and forbidding eating that which Allah's 
name wasn't mentioned upon when slaughtered. 

directing the heart to only Allah in guidance or being astray makes us refuge to Allah to open our hearts 
with his guidance. 

Detailing for some of the acts of worship that the disbelievers innovated which weren't decreed by Allah 
and refuting them. 

Closure of Surah Al-An'am with miscellaneous advices that needs to be understood and pondered upon. 
Surah Al-A'raf (The Heights) i-iljC’VI begins with a long conversation between Satan and Allah and 
how he seduced our parents. 

After story of Adam, Allah calls us with four virtues. 

Miscellaneous talks between the people of Heaven and those of Hellfire, and those of A'raf. 

The Juz' closes with stories of Prophets. 

Juz" fjaJl 

Story of Prophet Moses is the longest story as it reveals the truth of Jews, their cunning nature and the 
fact that we have among us who resemble them either from scholars or the common people. 

Suffering of Prophet Moses with pharaoh and the Jews was great and the more the suffering the more 
he resorted to Allah Who never deserted him. 

When the calamity toughens, Moses guided his people to seek protection from Allah declaring that the 
land is Allah's and the good end is for the pious. 

Allah's mercy encompasses all. Allah says it is only for certain type of his slaves whose qualities are 
mentioned. 



Story of the village by the sea and the destiny of those who enjoin good and forbid evil and the 
transgressors. 

Ponder upon the one who Allah granted signs then he turn his back to it and how Allah resembles him 
with the filthiest animals after being highest ranks. 

The beginning of creation and nullifying benefit of those who are worshipped beside Allah. 

In Surah Al-Anfal (The Spools) JtijVlCompanions ask about the spoils of war and Allah directs them to 
the most important; piousness and correcting inner self, then after 40 Ayah comes the answer. 

Battle of Badr and its details. 


Juz'10 

The talk continues about battle of Badr and Prophet's dream. 

Six advices to achieve victory and sustain it, followed by declaring the deceit of Satan and cowardice of 
the hypocrites. 

Closure of Surah Al-Anfal with the connection between the Islamic world; brotherhood for one aim; 
delivering the message. 

Surah At-Tawba (The Repentance) opens with limiting the pledge between Prophet and 

disbelievers and its consequences; state of war and safety. 

Fulfilling and breaking oaths and preventing the disbelievers from entering the holy Masjid and 
forbidding taking them as allies. 

Fighting the people of the book till they pay Jizyah by force and mentioning some of their false creed. 
Calendars must be according to the Hijri month and the sacredness of the sacred month. 

Nullifying the disbeliever's acts of going around the sacred month. 

Encouraging Muslims to hasten to go for the sake of Allah. 

Mention of the characteristic of the hypocrites who are lazy to respond to the call of fight and those 
who excused themselves. 

Mention the characteristics of the hypocrites and Allah's promise to them, and mention of the believers 
and what Allah prepared for them. 

Forbidding the Prophet from seeking help from the hypocrites, asking Allah to forgive them, or praying 
upon their death. 



Juz' 11 f jail 

Continue of the talk about the hypocrites, then mention the good and bad of Bedouins, then the 
Mohajereen (the immigrants) and Ansar. 

The Derar mosque and the ill intention of those who built it which is why Allah forbade Prophet from 
praying in it. Then mention of the characteristics of the mosque that is to be prayed in. 

Qualities of those who gave themselves to Allah and forbidding Prophet and believers from asking for 
Allah's forgiveness to disbelievers. 

The story of the three who didn't join the battle and Allah's forgiveness giving hope to all sinners. 

Closure of Surah At-Tawbah with relationship between people and the Quran and importance of 
pondering upon it to avoid being in the losing team. 

The universe is mentioned in Surah Yunus O^J^and proofs of Allah's existence and his greatness. 
Debating the disbelievers and challenging them with Quran. 

Who are the allies of Allah? 

Story of Noah, then Moses and pharaoh with the moment pharaoh drowns leaving him a sign to those 
who come after him. 

Allah commands Prophet to steadfast on faith, follow revelation, and have patience till Allah commands 
otherwise. 

Juz' 12 

Start of Surah Hud , with talk about the disbelievers' challenge to the Quran. 

Story of Noah and the detailed conversations between him and his people followed by Allah's command 
to build the Arc, and the flood. 

The conversation between Noah and his son shows that Allah's love in the heart of the believers is far 
greater than any other love even if it is for their own children. 

In story of Hud, we learn Istighfar (seeking forgiveness) is a cause for both mental and physical strength. 
The people of Hud denied him and accused him of insanity, yet he was patient and put his trust in Allah. 
So Allah saved him. 

The surah shows different stories of prophets and what they faced during their call for Allah. 

In story of Shuayb, the care for economy in Islam is clear, and how Allah observes us. 

A brief mention of story of Prophet Moses with the pharaoh followed by glimpse from the day of 
resurrection, the fortunate and the miserable. 



The surah ends with command to remain on the right course, call for Allah, and be patient doing it. 

The beginning of Surah Yusuf ‘-i^J^is about how envious the brothers of Yusuf were, the trial of 
beauty and how Yusuf was patient. 

Details of what happened between Yusuf and his brothers and how they put him in the well. 

Mention of the incident of seduction and what actually saved him; sincerity to Allah. 

If the call to Allah is deep inside you, you will do it wherever you are. 

Juz' 13 f 

The story of prophet Yusuf continues; his brothers come to him and he asks them to bring his brother 
and father. 

Jacob's advice to his sons, then they go to prophet Yusuf and the loss of the measure of the king 
Prophet Yusuf summarizes the things that led to his position and mentioned piousness and patience, 
achieve them and you will have great victory. 

Despite the trials that prophet Jacob experienced, yet his trust in Allah didn't change. 

With all the patience of Yusuf and forgiving his brothers, he asks Allah to forgive his sins. 

The surah ended with the miracles (ayat) of Allah in the universe and how it signifies the greatness of 
Allah, sending prophets, and mentioned the need to learn from the stories in Quran. 

Surah Ra'ad(The Thunder) starts with the talk about universe and how it signifies the greatness 

of Allah, then went to give example of Quran and its greatness. 

The surah mentioned ten advices whoever acquires them will get the final home in Eden 

Surah Ibrahim starts with the story of Moses and Allah's prophets and how they depended on 

Allah and had patience when hurt. 

Scenes from the hereafter and how Satan will disassociate himself from his followers. So beware of 
being deluded by Satan. 

Juz' 14 p 

Surah Hijr (The Rocky Tract) starts with mention that Allah protects His book and entertains 

Prophet Muhammad peace and blessings upon him with what happened to some of the other prophets. 
Alert to the greatness of Allah and mention of resurrection and proofs of its possibility. 

Details of the beginning of creation of humans and jinn and the command to Iblees (Satan) to prostrate 
and how he defied this. 

Details of story of Ibrahim, lot, and the companions of Thamud. 



Suran Al-Hijr ended with cure to those who suffers from chest constrain by exalting Allah (tasbeeh) and 
worship. 

Surah Nahl (The Bees) J^iis named surah of blessings, ponder upon it and praise the Giver of these 
blessings. 

A lot of evidences on the oneness of Allah and the corruption of associating gods with Allah (shirk). 
Mentions of the deniers and believers and their end, 

After mention of the blessings, Allah mentions the village that denied Allah's blessings and how Allah 
punished them. Beware of denying blessings of Allah else you would end up like the people of the 
village. 

The surah ends with urge to call with wisdom, good advice, and patience on what you will face. 

Juz' 15 

Beginning of Surah lsraa(The Night Journey) ^'o^V'talks about important facts about Al-Aqsa mosque 
and mention of entrance of Bani Israel and their corruption. 

Talk about the guidance of Quran and glimpses of both ends and those seeking them 
Twenty magnificent advices concerning moral and social matters. See where do you stand from them. 
Debating and arguing the disbelievers and annulment of the idea of associates with Allah. Mention the 
conversation with Iblees upon the creation of Adam. 

Divine guidelines to our prophet not to incline towards the disbelievers even a little and only take refuge 
in Allah and refutation of the requests of disbelievers and arguing with them, then mention of miracles 
of Allah in universe. 

The surah ends with Allah entertaining the prophet with mention of lies of pharaoh to Moses and 
confirmation the Quran is only from Allah. 

Surah AI-Kahf(The Cave) 1 included talk of four fitnah: religion- money- knowledge-power. 

Religion in the story of the youth of the cave which is a vivid example for every youth who wants to be 
on the right path. 

Money in the story of the two men, the one with wealth who disbelieved in the hour and the poor who 
believes in Allah and his destiny. 

Knowledge in the story of Moses with Al-Khedr which is a good example for the students of knowledge 
in good manners, zeal and enjoining what is right and forbidding what is wrong. 



Juz' 16 


Continuation of surah kahf, the power in the story of Dhul-Qarnayn as an example of the people of 
power and how to use it to set justice among people. 

Surah kahf ends with scenes from the day we stand in front of Allah and mentioned the destiny of both 
the believers and disbelievers. 

The word "mercy" was repeated in Surah Mariam ^J^with its derivatives 16 times. Search for mercy in 
it and look for its causes, maybe you receive mercy in the month of mercy. 

Surah Mariam begin with the story of Zakaria and Allah power to grant him a child at such old age and 
his wife being barren, can anyone despair after this? 

Details of the birth of Jesus and how he spoke as a baby in cradle saying he is the slave of Allah and his 
prophet. 

The story of Ibrahim arguing with his father about worshiping idols and how gentle he was when 
speaking says: "my dad" despite the fact that he is a disbeliever. 

Mention of some of the prophets and scenes from the day of gathering and disproving those who claim 
Allah has a son. 

Surah Taha^-k starts with the up rise of Moses and how Allah was by his side, sending him to pharaoh, 
and challenging the magicians. 

The pharaoh's magicians were disbelievers at the beginning of the day and pure believers at the end, 
ponder on the effect of belief upon them. 

How Allah is generous to Bani Israel getting them out of the Coptic city and drowning pharaoh and his 
people. 

The story of the Samarian (Al-Samir') who built the calf made of gold that was worshipped by Bani Israel 
during the absence of Moses. 

How turn away from remembrance of Allah on the Day of Judgment and scene form the terror of that 
day. 

Reminding people of the enmity between humans and Satan with what is mentioned in the story of 
Adam and the evil whispers of Satan to him. Beware of the enemy of your father. 

The surah ended with an entertainment to the prophet about the sayings of the disbelievers and stead 
fasting him to the religion. 


JUZ 7 17 * jail 



Surah Al-Anbyaa (The Prophets) M JJ ^ 'starts with a warning of resurrection, that it is happening, 
and that it is close. Have you prepared yourself for it? 

Acknowledging unity (tawhid) through logical debate and material evidence. Mention of judgment day. 
Story of prophet Ibrahim destroying the idols as a brilliant example of wit and strength of his trust in 
Allah. 

Several stories of prophets and how Allah destroyed their opponents and honor His allies. 

Great examples of the strong connection between the prophets and Allah and how they were saved in 
hard times. 

The surah ended with mention of the destiny of disbelievers and their gods, then with a call for unity 
(tawhid). 

Surah Al-Hajj (The Pilgrimige) starts with terrifying people of the terror of the convulsion of the 
final hour and warning those who follow Satan. 


Juz' 18 

When you read the characteristics of the believers in the beginning of surah mo'menon(The Believers) 
^ y OU y 0urse |f w hat did you achieve any of them? 

Story of Noah and how he was taught to praise Allah for his survival from the disbelievers. 

A quick glimpse on some of the stories of the Prophets entertaining the Prophet. 

Scenes from the moment of death and blowing of horn and the end of those denying Allah's signs and 
how Allah scolded and blamed them. 

The surah starts with certainly that the believers have succeeded and ended with the disbelievers will 
not succeed. What a difference! 

Surah Noor (The Light) Ji^started with rule on adultery, accusation of Chasity, and oath of 
condemnation 

The story of ifk teaches us how to seek proof and keep your mouth shut and shows dangers of 
disobeying this. 

The virtues of our mother Aisha appeared in this incident. Beware of those who deny Quran. 

Rebuke of the love to spread of great sins between believers and commands to forgive 



Command to ask for permission before entering houses and to lower your sight and preserve your 
private parts. 

Guidance for taking care of orphans: for the self sufficient to refrain from taking a fee and the poor takes 
as per what is acceptable. 

Examples of Allah signs in the universe. 

Mention of hypocrites and refraining from obeying Allah's judgment. 

Allah's promise for believers to inherit earth but with conditions. 

Rule for children to take permission before entering a room and hijab of the old ladies then rules for 
eating at a stranger's house. 

The surah ends with manners towards the prophet. 

Surah Alfurqan (The Criterion) begins with praise to Allah 

Disproving the disbelievers' lies concerning Quran and prophet. 

Juz 19 

Scenes from the day of judgment 

And focus on the danger of bad company. Take care before you regret. 

Mention of examples of destruction of denying nations in insinuation of the disbelievers of Quraish 
Proof of the unity of Allah with some of the signs on the universe...read and observe the book of 
universe. 

When you read the characteristics of the slaves of the merciful (ebadu Rahman). What comes to your 
mind? 

Surah Ashuarra( The Poets) f begins with entertaining the prophet from what he suffers from 

his people. 

The surah mentioned several stories that steadfast the prophet. 

In the story of Moses, the strength of putting your trust in Allah is revealed in the darkest hours. 

The sound heart is what benefits on the Day of Judgment. Have we searched our hearts? 

When Noah threatened his people and forbade them, they threatened to stone him while we are hurt 
by mere words. Can you see the difference? 

Hud reminded his people of the blessings of Allah and that thanking Allah is piousness. 

In the story of Saleh, reminder not to obey the transgressors and corrupt. 

The danger of giving consent to what is wrong and see what happened to Lot's wife. 



Worship Allah as if you see him for if you don't see Him, He definitely sees you. This is clear in the story 
of Shuaib and the end of the surah. 

The surah ends with the value of the Quran and command to call for Allah. 

Surah alnaml (The Ants) starts with the fact of guidance and glad tidings for people with certain 

characteristics. 

In the story of Moses with the Pharaoh, the effect of ego and oppression of the gifts of Allah is revealed. 
Consider the honesty of the hoopoe and his care for unity of Allah and how unaffected it was with the 
luxury of the disbelievers. 

The story of Suleiman and the queen of Sheba shows how Kingman ship can be used in obeying and 
disobeying Allah. 

The story of people of Saleh shows that however cunning people are, Allah will defeat them without 
them knowing it. 

Juz 20 

The story of Lot shows how far the corrupt can reach; to the extent that they don't want the pure 
among them. 

In surah al naml five question that is foundation of Tawhid (unity) and explains the truth to those who 
have sound minds. 

Refute the lies of the disbelievers and ends with scenes from the Day of Judgment. 

Surah Al Qasas( The Stories) starts with comforting the weak Muslims and that they will rule 

earth. 

Details of story of Moses, his breastfeeding, and how he was raised in the Pharaoh's palace, then him 
killing the Copt. 

What does it signify that the girl came shyly to Moses? 

Mention of Moses return with his people to his country and his brother supporting him in an indication 
that the caller to Allah doesn't go without assistance and sometimes there is no support but from Allah. 
Excellent is the protector, and Excellent is the helper. 

Obliging the disbelievers to believe the prophet after telling them the story of people of Israel which he 
didn't know before. 

Focus on Allah's power with the example of continuous cycle of day and night. 

The story of Qaroon and how bad wealth is if not spent in Allah's worship that It will bring disaster to its 


owner. 



Surah Al Qasas is simply as Moses left his town and got back, and so will you, Muhammad. 

Surah Al Ankaboot (The Spider) ^ starts with talk about different types of trials that come 
across those who call for Allah: family, physical torture, life itself, the long road, and other things and 
ends with and those who strive for Us, we will surely guide them to Our ways. 

Examples of punishments to people and we need to consider that we are not safe. 

Juz' 

Command to debate people of the book with best manners, so what about your Muslim brother. 

Surah Al Ankaboot closes with a call to ponder on the horizon and striving leads to guidance. 

Surah Ar Room (The Romans) begins with mention of defeat of romans and promise that they 

will gain victory. Allah grants victory to whomever he chooses. 

Notice how Allah scolded the disbelievers because of their heedlessness concerning the hereafter. Did 
you notice that hanging to this life is a disease? 

A call to ponder on Allah's signs in creating humans, continuity of day and night, rain, and other things. 
Call to steadfast on Islam (fitra) and mention that reason for corruption is people's deeds so don't help 
in spreading corruption. 

Again mention of some of the signs of Allah and ends with call to have patience. 

Surah Luqman u'-a-S — J starts with characteristics of doers of good and their reward. Then mention of 
how the disbelievers make fun of Quran and their punishment. 

Luqman's advices to his son began with unity (Tawhid) then being good to parents and keeping good 
company even if they were disbelievers. 

Luqman's advice began with creed before actions. Ponder upon this and connect to the mention of 
proofs of unity in the universe and how the disbelievers come back to Allah when in distress and make 
partners with Him in good times. 

Surah Luqman ends with preparation for the Day of Judgment and mention of the unknown which only 
Allah knows. 

Surah As Sajdah (The Prostration) oA-a-uJ! starts with story of beginning of creation and end of it and 
their destiny; heaven or hellfire. 

Mention of characteristics of believers and the main traits that makes a person a pioneer in religion; 
patience and strong belief. 

Surah ends with a call to ponder upon signs of Allah and ignore the stubborn. 



Surah Al Ahzab( The Combined Forces) 4*' starts with call for prophet to fear Allah. Do you get 
mad when you are asked to do so? 

Insinuation to the mothers of believers and forbidding marrying them as it is to your own mother. 

A metaphorical image of the battle of Ahzab showing how were the believers and the hypocrites with 
the struggles and hardships of war. 

Juz' 22 f 

Mention how the prophet was with his wives, and Allah's command to stay in their houses. Are our 
women better? 

Mention of the virtues of prophet's family and virtues of Muslims in general. 

Some of the rules of divorce and women Hijab (cover ups) of mothers of believers. 

Focus on hijab and its manners connecting it to submission to Allah and a warning to the hypocrites. 
Surah ends with destiny of disbelievers and their followers and a reminder of the trust that human 
accepted. 

Surah Sab'a (Sheba) W-*-" starts with disproving the rules of Shirk and denial of resurrection. 

The way the prophets dealt with blessings; how they were thankful, and how a lot deal with it with 
denial. 

During the struggle of submission and following, insinuation to importance of taking the right decision in 
whom you follow so you face no regret. 

The surah closes with a call for the disbelievers to ponder and warning them of the day when their belief 
won't benefit them. 

Surah Fatir (Originator) >Ui 

starts with reminder of the mercy and his blessings and warning them 
from the ego of life and Satan, reminder of the greatness of Allah and how needy humans are to Allah. 
Mention of types of people who inherited the book and destiny of both the believers and disbelievers. 

In the end disproving the disbelievers with solid proofs and that bad acts come around on its doers. 

Juz' 23 

Surah Yassin starts with talk about Quran and prophet's call to the disbelievers. An example is 
given to the people of the village who denied the messengers and survival of the only believer and 
entering paradise. 

Lights are then shed on Allah's signs in universe and calling the disbelievers to believe and a warning 
from worshipping Satan. 



Surah ended with ascertaining Allah's power to create and resurrect. 

Surah As Safat (Those who set the ranks) starts with ascertaining the unity of Allah with His 

ability to create such great creatures which no other can as a proof. 

Talk about resurrection and reward, mention of the blessing of believers and torture of the disbelievers 
Examples of talks going on between people in heaven and people in hell highlighting the danger of 
devilish companion. 

"Allah is the excellent responder to the prayers of his slaves. And Noah had certainly called Us, and [We 
are] the best of responders". 

Submission of Ibrahim and Ismail to Allah's command setting the best example on the effect of good 
parenting. And the reward for this. 

Surah ends with disproving some of the misconceptions of disbelievers and that Allah's soldiers are the 
victorious. 

Surah Saad talks about types of disputes in earth and heaven. Ponder upon that. 

The surah entertains the prophet and advises him to take guidance from the previous messengers and 
how they were patient during trials. 

Ponder upon how Allah subjected to Suleiman things that were for no one in his time and this didn't 
make him arrogant. 

Look into the manners of prophets in Du'a (prayer): "Indeed, Satan has touched me with hardship and 
torment." 

Description of the reward of the pious then mention of story of Satan and how he refused to prostrate 
to Adam. 

Juz' 24 

The juz' begins with a completion of the talk about sincerity in unity (tawhid) and warning to the 
disbelievers. 

Never despair of Allah's mercy for Allah forgives all sins no matter how terrible they are. 

Where will you stand when the disbelievers are dragged to hell and believers are received in heaven? 
Surah Ghaffir (The Forgiver) >2^ starts with mention of Allah's forgiveness and that He accepts 
repentance, also He will torture the stubborn viciously. 

In surah debate is mentioned in both cases; whether people are right or wrong. 



A glad tiding to those who repent, isn't it enough for them that the angels ask for Allah's forgiveness on 
their behalf. 

A breath-taking talk about the Day of Judgment and the Greatness of Allah is revealed. 

The story of the believer of the Pharaohs a model of the good caller for Allah who debates gently with 
proof. The zeal by itself is not enough. 

Details of a lot of Allah's blessings and destiny of those who argue them. 

k * 

Surah Fussilat (Explained in Details) ^ ^ talks about Quran and state of those denying and how 
they will never obey as weak as humans are while earth and heavens obeyed as strong as they are. 

The danger of bad companions and how they beautify disbelief and misguidance to their friends. 

The surah included educational cases in the call for Allah. 

Threaten to the atheists and defending the Quran that it is a healing and cure. 

Surah ends with a call to ponder in the horizon and within oneself; for this is the road to the truth. 

Juz' 25 f jail 

Surah Ashura (The Consultation) starts with mention of the Quran and that it is a warning to 

Ummul-Qura and the surrounding villages. 

Allah choses whoever He wishes. It is not a strange thing that He chose prophet Mohammad as He 
chose the prophets before him. 

Mention of some of the proofs of unity of Allah and His power; blessing of granting whoever He wishes 
for children or not. 

The surah ends with a statement that Quran revives hearts. 

Surah Azukhruf (The Ornaments of Gold) starts with mention of the status of Quran then 

went on to disprove the disbelievers. Then went on to discuss following the ancestor's path without 
proof. 

Don't worry about life, Allah has apportioned among us the live hood of life. 

Beware of your devil before you wish him away at the time when there is no place for remorse. 

Story of Moses and pharaoh who thought that sovereignty makes him better then Moses. 

All friendship ties will fall apart on the Day of Judgment except those of the pious. 

Ponder upon the scene of the people of hellfire and Malik (angel of hell fire) 

Surah Adukhan (The Smoke) starts with the revelation of Quran and how believers mess 

around it and doubt it, then a warning to them. 

The surah talks about the destiny of those who were too proud to acknowledge the right path. 



Mention of destiny of disbelievers and the pious. 

Surah Alghatheya (The Crouching) ^ J^ starts with focus on the sovereignty of earth and heaven 
and reveals the punishment for the proud and those who mock the religion. 

Beware of following your own desires, some may their own desires as God without knowing it. 

The surah ends with horrors of the Hour, loss of falsifiers, and punishment of disbelievers. 

Juz'26 

Surah al ahqaf (The Wind Curved Sandhills) starts with proof on the perfectness of the 

creation of earth and heaven and the unity of Allah. 

Talk about Quran followed by advice to take care of parents and warning of scolding or showing 
disapproval to words or acts. 

The story of Ahqaf shows that punishment can come as blessings that destroys humans. 

See how the Jinn understood Islam once they heard of it in one session. 

Surah closes with a call to ponder upon universe, reminder of the Day of Judgment, and a call to be 
patience as prophets were. 

Surah Mohammad h a •> a started with urge to fight the disbelievers with mention of the destiny of 
both parties. 

Description of Heaven's blessings and hell's horrors. Then followed by description of the hypocrites and 
called them to ponder upon Quran to get rid of hypocrisy. 

The surah ends with advices to Muslims, if they retreat, Allah shall replace them. 

Surah Al-Fath (The Victory) ^ ^ opened with glad tidings to the believers with the Hodaybiya treaty 

describing it as a victory. 

Comforting the believers and removing their grief telling them that the misfortune of evil nature is what 
they will receive. 

Allah reveals his content to those who pledged to prophet under the tree. 

Surah closes with characteristics of the inheriting victorious nation. 

Surah al Hujrat( The Rooms ) ^ ^ is a collection of good manners and etiquettes. Abide to the 

mentioned good manners and get rid of mentioned bad manners. 

The danger of believing rumors and the outcome that you will regret if you believed them. 



A foundation of brotherhood that is based on belief (Iman). 

Mention of etiquettes and good manners the Muslim must adjoin. 

Allah's preference is based upon piousness. 

All good things that happen are attributed only to Allah. 

Surah Qaafjj starts with mention of how the disbelievers tortured the prophet, followed by proof of 
resurrection. 

Monitor your sayings and beware that the angels write all that you say. 

Description of death and scene that follow from the Day of Judgment and of heaven and hell. 

Surah ends with what it began with; the universe and proof of resurrection. 

Juz' 27 fjaJI 

Start of Adh-Dhariyat (The Winnowing Winds) with confirmation of the occurrence of 

resurrection and recompense and the fate of the disbelievers and the pious. 

Allah swears by himself that your provision is in the heavens just as you talk it. 

An insinuation of the disbelievers by mentioning the past denying nations and how they were destroyed 
and a command to the Prophet to remind them of it 

The surah ends with a reminder: "And I did not create the jinn and mankind except to worship Me". 
Surah At-Tur (The Mount) starts with a threat to the denying disbelievers with torture, then 

mention the bliss of the pious. 

Fifteen consecutive question moves us from one state to another and forces us to think about our 
condition and our fate. 

Patience with worship is what the surah is ended with 

Surah An-Najm( The Star) > < N starts with of the Prophet and his virtue and confirmation that Quran 
is revelation from Allah sent with Jibreel. 

Disproving the God's of the disbelievers and disproving their sayings about them; they are but illusion 
with no base and warning from saying based only on assumption in these matters. 

Surah ends with a reminder to the disbelievers with what happened to the disbelieving nation and of a 
near incident to come. 

Surah Al-Qamar (The Moon) J * * N starts with a warning to the disbelievers that the Hour is near and 
with what hardships they will face then. 



A reminder to the disbelievers of what happened to the past nations and that they are no better than 
them. 

The facilitation of Quran is repeated in the surah but the problem still persists so is there any who will 
remember 

Surah Ar-Rahman (The Beneficent) , the bride of the Quran, mentions countless blessings and 

starts with the blessing of the Quran 

The surah ends with description of the blessing of heaven and what in it. 

Surah Al-Waqi'ah (The Inevitable) begins with a horrifying start. 

On the Day of Judgment people are divided to three categories as per their deeds and their recompense 
will be as per these deeds. 

Mention of some of the material evidence that the resurrection is a fact and that it is insane to deny it. 
The surah ends with mention of death and back to three categories of people. 

Surah AI-Hadeed(The Iron) A-U-aJl starts with description of the greatness of Allah and call to believe 
and spend for the sake of Allah. 

Description of the light of believers and regret of the hypocrite for missing it. 

Where do we stand from: has the time not come for those who believe that their hearts should come 
humbly submissive at the remembrance of Allah. 

The truth about life and that it is but enjoyment and a call to compete and race to forgiveness and 
heaven and take prophets mentioned at the end as role models. 

Juz' 28 

In surah Al-Mujadila (The Pleading Woman) 4-b' > * N the rules of pronouncing 
Dhihar and private conversations. It also discloses the hypocrites. 

The surah then mentions the rulings on those who make allies with the enemies 
of Allah even if they were from their own blood. 

The surah is all about the vast knowledge of Allah internally and externally 
Surah Al-Hashr (The Exile) j * «^ is about the battle of Banu- nadheer and 
rulings on spools with clarifying of the virtue of the immigrants and Ansar (people 
of Madinah), it also discloses the hypocrites and mention the virtue and greatness 



of Quran. Some of Allah's names and criticizing those who associate gods with 
Allah. 

In Surah al-Momtahena ( She that is to Examined) 3 Wi a a ^ mention to the rules 
of loyalty and disassociation and how we should differentiate between the 
fighting disbelievers and the one who doesn't fight us. Also mention of some the 
immigrant women and their pledge to the prophet. 

In surah As-Saf (The Ranks) > «^ ^ warning from words with no deeds and urge 
for Jihad. Mention of the call of Moses and Jesus. And clarification of the winning 
trade which is trading with Allah. 

In surah AI-Jumo'ah( The congregation Friday Prayer) ^ ^ mentions the 

majesties of Allah and scolding the Jews as they don't act upon their knowledge. 
Urging the believers to do obligatory acts of worship and to hand to zikr (mention 
of Allah) and the Friday sermon as an example. Warning not to miss worship 
because of affairs of life. 

In surah Al-Monafiqoon (The Hypocrites) * * ^ mention of some of the 

characteristics of Hypocrites to take care not to acquire any of them. Then 
mention of the loss of those who were distracted by their money and children 
away from worship. 

In Surah At-Taghabon( The Mutual Disilution) mention of the power of 

Allah and warning from remorse on the Day of Judgment, warning from the trial 
of spouses and children, and urge to spending and piousness. 

In Surah At-Talaq (The Divorce)JUi^aJ', a completion of rulings of divorce 
mentioned in Surah Al-Baqara and relating them to piousness and goodness. And 
ends with mention of nations that disobeyed Allah and his prophets. 



In Surah At-Tahreem( The Prohibition) negation of forbidding a lawful act 

for someone's favor and a lesson to wives not to distress their husbands and a call 
to educate family and warning of hellfire. Two examples of good wives and two 
examples of bad wives are mentioned at the end. 

Juz'290j>-*J'j 

• Surah Al-Mulk (The Sovereignty) ^-i-^'reveals some of the signs of 
sovereignty of Allah along with warning to the disbelievers. 

• Surah Al-Qalam (The Pen) is an intensive talk about good manner 

and praising the Prophet's manners. The surah shows examples of bad 
manners of one of the heads of disbelievers then followed by the story of 
the owners of the garden as a proof of the mischief of misery. Then a 
debate with disbelievers. 

• Surah Al-Haqqa (The Reality) describes the horrors of Day of 

Judgment and the scene where books will be flying then a confirmation 
that the prophet's message is right. 

• Surah Al-Ma'arej (The Ascending Stairways) £j-*-^'displays horrors of 
Day of Judgment then praising people mentioning their characteristics. 

• Surah Nooh describes the call of prophet Noah and his efforts to call 
his people in different ways. Also mention of the fruits of Istighfar (asking 
Allah for forgiveness) and care for prayer to parents. 

• Surah Al-Jinn u->J' talks about how Jinn became Muslims and the fact that 
among them are believers and disbelievers along with a warning to the 
disbelievers. The surah contains commands that nullify monastic acts and 
claiming knowledge of the unknown. 



• Surah Almuzamil (The Enshrouded One) J-^i-^'shows that worship with 
patience is the strongest support to endure hardships and encourage acts 
of worship. 

• Surah Al-Mudather( The Cloaked One) encourages calling for Allah 

and mentions examples of those denying Quran then mention of "Saqar" 
nad blaming the disbelievers for turning away. 

• Surah Al-Qiyama( The Resseruction) describes the Day of 

Judgment; what precedes it and what follows. 

• Surah Al-lnsan (The Humanbeing) summarized the torture of the 

disbelievers in the hereafter while described in full details the bliss that 
awaits the believers. 

• Surah Al-Morslat ( The Emmissaries) cjLLui>a!1 talks about proof of 
resurrection and recompense. Woe, that Day, to the deniers is repeated all 
over the surah. 


Juz' 30 

The surahs in this chapter talks about scenes form the Day of Judgment like surah 
Alnaba'fQQ^, the last verses of An-Naze'at^-cjLiil and Abasao^, Al- 
Takweer>J>*-J-!' and Al-InfitarJ-k-a-jVl. 

Many Ayahs speak of good and bad manners. 

Confirmation of the authenticity of the Quran, like the closing verses of Surah At- 
Takweer. 



Also Allah swears with a lot of creatures, the greatest oath in the Quran in surah 
As-Shams (JJJ—4_UL -5'(11 oaths). 

Some of the stories of past nations like people of the trench. 

A call to ponder upon life and destiny of creations 
The first surah revealed; Surah Al-Alaq<>^'. 

The chapter ends with two Surahs that educate us on hanging to Allah and leave 
everything else behind.
